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CHAPTER I 

INTRODUCTION 


In the present century the state is becoming increasingly an 
institution of Social Services rather than merely a custodian of law 
and order. Most of the progressive governments have xmdertakeu 
a large number of activities in this field and in this country also 
there is a growing interest in the problems of Social Services. It is 
now recognised that while everyone has some obligation to society, 
Social Service itself is a highly speeialised job requiring appropriate 
theoretical and practical training. We have in this country a vast 
field for Social Services of all kinds and there xvill be enough 
opportunity for those of our young men who are inclined towards 
Sodal Services and take up advanced training both theoretical and 
■ practical in this subject. A brief survey of available facilities for 
such training in some of the more progressive countries of the world 
is given in this pamphlet. 


As has been mentioned above, Social Services are now recognised 
to be a specialist’s job. The equipment for those embarking upon 
this occupation would naturally include adequate knowledge of 
certain basic Sciences which are relevant to all branches of Social 
Services as well as specialisation in certain subjects appropriate to 
the branch of Social Service in which they would like to work. 
Besides some practical training would always be necessary.

The first quaUfication for aU kinds of Social Work is an interest 
in and a svmpathetic attitude towards the individual, his needs and 
difficulties and a keen desire to help ordinary people to liave not only 
satisfactory cmironniental conditions but also everj' opportunitj 
to develop* their facilities and gifts and live healthy balanced fives. 
The second requirement is a good education and those who are able 
to take a general university degree course, possibly including sociw 
subjects before they start on a Social Science course will be well 
advised to do so. Authorities in England and elsewhere are 
increasingly coming to the conclusion that social workers need to 
have some* experience of life before they can usefully help others 

and also tliat it is a mistake for young people to 
too soon in the particular branch of Social Work which they regard 
as their choice. This is particularly true of such branches as proba- 
tion work and mental and moral welfare work, where maturity of 
outlook is essential. Lastly, good general health and sufficient reser\e 
of energj’ are required. 



CHAPTER II 

THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Traming. 

Traiiiinsr for many forms of Social Service consists of a course 
of study, scnerally of about two years’ duration for a diploma of 
certificate in Social Science, followccl by a short period, usually 
between throe and twelve months, of specialised training for the 
particular service in view. Courses incliule lectures and tutorial 
classes, instructional visits and pi*actical experience under skilled 
supervision. T'niversity {jraduntes may generally take a shortened 
course nlthouffh at certain nnivoi*sities this is dependent upon the 
degree subjects taken. This conccs-sion is sometimes extended to 
persons who have already acquired special knowledge or experience 
of social work. The award of the certificate or diploma depends 
not only on passing a written examination but on the satisfactory 
completion of practical work with organisation.s such as family case 
work agoncic,s, youth clubs ami residential settlements. Lately the 
Committee for training Jewish social workers. London, has made 
special arrangements for Jewish students at Bedford College and 
the London School of Economics to do some of their praeticM train¬ 
ing with the Jewish-Board of guardians if they so desire. The

University Oonrses. • — 

Several universities and colleges in the P.K. offer courts lead¬ 
ing to either degrees or diplomas or in some eases certificates in Social 
Science. The duration varies from one to three years, the diploma 
course usually extending over the minimum period and the degree 
course varjing from two to three years. Part-time eom-ses need 
our years study. It is also’ necessary to note that the length of 
the courses may be considerably reduced for univei-sitv graduates 

included relevant subjects anil for other 
candidate.? who have had special experience. 
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The cost of study is usually comparable with any other course 
in the Arts Facultv of the universities. The course fee leading to the 
certificate or the diploma in Social and Welfare Work varies from 
£30 to £52. At the T'niver.sity of Edinburgh, for in.stauee, the fee 
fo” the full course (diploma) is £51 9.s. And this is rcdiKed 
considerably for those who arc permitted to omit some subjects. Th© 
fee for the two-j'^sr certificate cotirsc is £42. The examination fee 
does not usually exceed £3. Students also pay matriculation fee.

University of Birmingham. 

The Faculty of Commerce and Social Science of this University 
offers courses l(•adillg to the degrees of B.Coni. (Social Study) and 
B Com. (JSocial Science IIonoiii*s). The H.C'om. (Social Study) 
course is spread over a period of three years, but graduates and 
others who have passed degree i^jiaminatious of other approved 
universities may become graduates for the degree of after 

two years of .study and rescarcli provided they satisfy the faculty 
at the end of tlieir first year that tlieir work is of sufticiently high 
oualitv. In all sueli eases., candidates for the degree will be required 
to jiresent a th<!sis on an approved subject. The reciuirements for 
the degree are ;

If Philosophy is taken as an hououi-s subject candidates may 
be permitted to take certain courses in Psycholo^ 
(including practical work) in place of part of work in 
Philosophy, in their second and third years. 

The University awards also a Social Study diploma. Candi¬ 
dates must normally have passed or obtained exemption from a 
matriculation examination. The minimum age for admission to tho 
course is 19 years. The subjects studied include Economics. Econo¬ 
mic History, Public Health, Elementary Social and Political Philo¬ 
sophy, Elements of Physiologj' and Psychology and two of the 
following: Principles of Government, Industrial Law, Industrial 
Kelations and Psychology and Social Biology; and either Industrial 
Law (if not taken already) or Psychology and Princij)les of Educa¬ 
tion. Those intending to do welfare work in factories are required to 
include Industrial Relations and Psychology, and special instruc¬ 
tion is provided in the duties of welfare supervisors. Those who think 
of undertaking youth leadership must also study Psychology and 
Princij)les of Education and they arc given special instruction on 
the Principles and Methods of Club Work. In additioix to the 
written examination, viva voce examination is held in the subjects 
coveretl by the visits of observation and practical work. Graduates 
who have already studied some of the subjects of the course to an 
equivalcut standard may take the diploma after one years study, 
but normally the course lasts two years. In ad«lition to the regular 
tuition fees, fees for practical work must bo paid to tho institutions 
at which training is received. Residence in a settlement is eompul- 
wr>- for one year of the course. The University has also provision 
for the award of a Higher Diploma in Social Study. The following

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University of Bristol. 

The Britisli l’nivi-r>ity awards Testamur and a Higher Testamur 
ill Social Study. The Testannir eovers a period of two years and an 
additional year will feteli the Higher Testamur. The Higher 
Testamur w'an advaiu-ed course. The programme for tlie Testamur 
besrins in autumn and <andidates must lie under 2.5 years of age. 
Those liolding a university degree in suitable subjects or having 
considerable experience in social or educational work, may get, in 
some cases, permission to take the course in one year. The full course 
tor tlic Higher Testamur may then be completed in a second year. 
The curriculum for the Testamur includes attendance at University 
courses in the following subjects : 

Economics, Psychology and Ethics. Hygiene and Public Health, 
Social and Industrial Historv-. (.'entral and Local Govern¬ 
ment, and Education; also visits of observation and 
conferences connected therewitli; study of the Principles 
and Practice of Social Work and the performance of such 
work under .supervision. 

The fee for the full two years’ course is £53 13s. For university 
graduates and others who are permitted to take the course in one 
year the cost is £23 14s.

University of Durham. 

The University provides two courses, a certificate and a D^ree 
course, in Social Studies. The Certificate course is held at Kmg s 
College Nowcastle-Upon-Tyne. Candidates must satisfy the bemor 
Tutor in Social Studies that they have received a good fi^ierai 
education. The length of the course is two years and the subject

Candidates for the degree course must .satisfy the matriculation 
requirements of the I’niversity and must attend a course of study 
for three academi'- years. They take four subjects in each of their 
fii-st two years ami three in their third year, ’fhe basic subjects 
taken hy all candidates include Economics, Politics and Psychology. 
The special siibject to be taken will .be related to the i)articular 
career which the candidate intends to follow, c.g., Labour Manage¬ 
ment or Industrial Welfare, Hospital Almoniug and Hospital 
Administration, Public Administration, the Probation Service, etc. 
Candidates also take approved practical training for a period of not 
• less than four weeks during vacations in each session in addition to 
the amount which may be required during each term. 

Candidates who have passed the Final Examination for u degree 
in this or any other university, may be exempted from attendance 
for some period, but no candidate is admitted to the degree until 
he has completed two years of study as a matriculated student in 
Arts. The fee for the first two years (each) is £2 and for final 
year tj.

The Leeds I’uiversity has a diploma course in Social Organisa¬ 
tion and Public Service. *the usual duration of the course being two 
years. Graduates of an approved University may take a moditied 
coxirse extending over one year only. The fees are £30 per annum 
for the two year's course. For graduates taking the course in one 
year the fees*vary from £32 to £38. The examination fee is £3. 

University of London. 

In the University of London and the various institutions afiiUat- 
ed to its various courses in the field of Social Science are available. 
Special mention may be made of the following institutions: 

Bedford College for Women. 

London School of Economics and Political Science. 

King’s College of Household and Social Science. 

Univei-sity Extension Tutorial Classes Council. 

The Bedford College offers a Certificate course in Social Studies. 
The College docs not accept students under 19 years of age for this 
course and the Certificate is in no case awarded to studont.s under 
21 years of age. The course usually extends over a period of two 
years. Hut arrangemei’ts can be made for graduates (and occasion- 
ally for students with exceptional experience of social work) to take 
the eour.se in the year, in which case practical training normolly 
follows the year’s academic work. Theoretical instruction covers 
Social Econo*niics. Social Admini.stratioii, Social Structure, Social and 
Industrial History. Ethics, Psychology. Hygiene and Physiologj*. 

The fees are 30 guineas per annual session. The examination 
fee is £2 '2s. and there is a registration fee of £1 Is. 

The London School of Economics and Political Science ^ants 
the following Certificates which are recognised by the University ot 
London as (’ertificates of Proficiency : 

1. Certificate in Social Science and Administration. 


2. Certificate of Social Workers in Mental Health. 

3. Certificate in Social Science and Administration (Colonial). 


The Certificate in Social Science and Administration, awarded 
to students in the Department of Social Science and Administration 
L mCt primarily for men and women who wish to devote them¬ 
selves professionally to work in connection with the statutory 
voluntaiy social scrviec.s, or in the personnel and welfare 
of industry The course is designed to give at the same 
«neral education in the field of Social Science. Students for tins 
course must he at least 13 years of age. Preference will be given 
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to those wlio have Loudon Matriculatiou, or its equivalent, but well- 
qlli^l candidates .ho have spent two years

Students working for the Certificate attend certain lecture 
courses designed to iiieot their special needs; for examide, courses 
on the Social Services. Economic Theory, Crime and its Treatment, 
Contemporarv Social Problems, Personnel Management m Practice, 
Principles and ilethods of Social Work, etc. They also attend some 
lectures provided for students taking degrees, for example, on 
General and Social Psychology, Social Development in Modern 
England, British Constitution, etc. In addition, further lectures in 
the School syllabus which covers all branches of Social Sciences, may 
be attended .ith the approval of the tutor. Classes and individual 
tuition are provided for all students. 


These academic studies are accompanied by practical training, 
carried out in cooperation .nth various societies, authorities and 
experienced social workers, with whom the Department is in close 
touch and supplemented by visits of observation to various types 
of institutions, social, educational and industrial. 


The full-time course of training for the Social Science Certificate 
occupies two sessions. Student.s ulio are already graduates of a 
niiiversitj’. or who have had a substantial training in Social Theory 
and considerable practical experience in Social Work arc eligible to 
qualify for the Certificate in one year. Graduates taking the one- 
year course must be able to undertake the necessary practical work 
either before or after their theoretical training.

CHAPTER m 

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


Tho institutions in the US.A. which offer courses and trammg 
in Social and Welfare Work compare favourably with those lu the 
r.K. There are as many as 42 institutions and almost all offer 
lourses in tiie various branches of Social and Welfare Work that one 
fomes across in the U.K. In the U.K. there are, in addition to the 
Joint I'niversity Council for Social Studies and Public Administra¬ 
tion (London), three professional organisation which advise regard- 
in.^ anv branch of Social Work. But these cannot be called Accre¬ 
diting Bodies as we find in the U.S.A. in respect of almost all the 
important vocations. The accrediting agency m the U.S.A. is the 
American Association of Schools of Social Work and since 191J 
cullogos, universities and independent institutions offering a profes- 
.sional curriculum in Social Work have been affiUated as membei-s of 
tho Association. General requirements for membership were formu¬ 
lated first in 1927 and have been expanded and changed as the con- 
tent of the fi<*Ul has been more clearly defined. 


It is imperative on the part of the member Schools to conform to 
Ihe criteria laid down by the Association. They are: the

What is more, in sj)me 
cases Social Work is studied as almost a regular part of Sociology 
and at the London School of Economics students can take the 13.Sc. 
(Econ.) course for specialisation in Social Work. On the other hand, 
as mentioned earlier, the Association of Schools of Social Work in 
the U.S.A. demands that a separate Faculty or School be ^•cl up for 
purpose of teaching Social Work. In the U.S.A. graduate courses 
leading to the Master’s and Doctor’s degrees arc pretty commou. lu 
the U.K. some of the courses are intended for graduates iii Social 
Sciences. In the U.S.A. admission is restricted to holders of 
Bachelor’s degree and courses lead to the Master’s and DocU>r’s 
degrees. There are seven institutions in all which offer courses lead¬ 
ing to the Bachelor’s degree, while a good number offer certifi-.-ate 
courses spread over a period varying from one or two years. Tlie 
usual duration of the Bachelor’s degree course is four years tliough 
the duration is only two years at Michigan State College and 
Oklahoma University, and three years at Minnesota University.

In 1944 was established tile 
School of Social Welfare wliieli grants, on eomjiletiou of two aeademie 
yeui's of grailnute work the degree of Master of Soeial Welfare. 

The School is a inemlier of the Amerieau Association of Schools 
of Soeial Work. Two of tin* specialised eourse of tin* School for 
seeoiid-year students, those in Medical Soeial Work and Psychiatric 
Social Work, comply witli the standards set respectively by the 
American .Vssociutioii of .Meilical Social Wtirkers and (he American 
Association of Psychiatric Social Workers. 

The graduate eourse consists of two vears of studv leadin'- to the

Administration of Employment Service, Social Aspects of Industry, 
Social Insurance are the additional subject to be taken by those 
specialising in Employment Ser\-ice. The course, Sotual Treatment 
in Vocational Rehabilitation, is designed to give preliminary train¬ 
ing for persons interested in qualifying for positioiLs as case workers 
and supervisors in the vocational rehabilitation programme for the 
physically disabled. Here, in addition to the regular courses. 
Students also take a prescribed curriculum which includes a number 
of courses in Hiological and Social Sciences. An interesting feature 
of the School is that it prepares candidates for sorvice in India and 
here candidates are recommended the following courses that can be 
had at the School; Field Social Work. Rural Social Work J^roblems. 
Immigration and Assimilation and two courses each in Government. 
Psychology and Sociology. 


As a part of the School of Social Work, the Bureau of Research 
in Social Welfare functions as an important agency for assembling 
and organising social data concerning the State of Oklalioma.

Admi.'^siou requirements to the Scliool are similar to those of the 
other accredited scliools of Social Work in the United States. The 
School, howevi-r. admits a limited number of qualified men and 
women under ;j years who have the following qualifications : 

Evidence of superior intelligence, character and personality; 
academic credentials for having completed four full years 
of college work beyond the high school; a suitable under¬ 
graduate background in the Social Studies which include, 
Sociology, Psychology, Political Science, Economic.s, Social 
Ethics, Education. 
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The course of study leading to tlie Graduate Certificate in Social 
Work represents a luiuimum of three full quarters in residence (one 
year). All candidates for the Certificate in Social Work are tp spend 
a prescribed amount of time in the actual practice of Social Work io 
an accredited social agency under the supervision of a member of 
the Faculty. 

In order to meet the unprecedented demand for trained Social 
Workers, an undergraduate curriculum in Social Work has also been 
established at the L’niversity. Tin? aim of this preparation is cul* 
tural rather than vocational. It comprises certain newly organised 
courses together with a functional organisation of existing courses 
already offered in the various Social Science departments. It is an

University of Manitoba 

The Seliool of Social Work of the University of Manitoba was 
opened in the Fall (Septemberl term of 1943 a.s a graduate profes- 
$iomil sehool attuehe.l to tlie Faculty of Arts and Science of the I ui- 
rersity. Tlie Seliool otTer.s to university graduates a one-year course 
of training leading to the University Diploma in Soeial Work. 


The rejuirement for admission to the Sehool is a univei-sity 
degree, in Arts. Seieuce or Home Economics. Sometimes pei-sous 
^vith a lesser (pialitication are admitted. But these latter must be 
emploved in a recognised soeial service agency or in a government 
deriartment in the held of Soeial Work, together witli a backgn-uuud 
of full-tiiuo oxperienoc as social worki^rs iiiul^r such vecoffiiiscd socia 
agency or government department for at least two years. CaiulidaWs 
must be ajtprovecl as to tlieir personalities and aptitude for social 
work by an Admission's Board. 

Applications must be received not later than July 1st. fhe 
Diploma course iii Social Work is designed to give to University 
graduates something of a scientific understanding of human prob¬ 
lems professional philosopliv an<l certain function skills essential to 
work in a Soeial W.dfare agency. The course comprises three terms. 
During autumn and spring lecture courses relate to field woi' 
practice, wliilo during the summer term students are assigned to 
Bocial welfare agency whore they work for three months.

Candidates pay a tuition fee of $165. The fee for Diploma in 
Social Work is $10. Students’ Organisation fee comes up to $13.50. 

At McJIaster a three-year course is offered in Social Science to 
provide an adequate background for students proceeding to a pro¬ 
fessional course in a School of Social Work or Social Ser\'ice Ad¬ 
ministration. The three-year course leads to the B.A. degree. 

Students entering the Maritime School of Social Work. Halifax 
should have an acquaintance with the Elements of Sociologj*, Eco¬ 
nomics. History, and Government. The Graduate Diploma is Social 
Work issued by the School may be had after a course which usually 
extents over a period of two years. Students with higher qualifica¬ 
tions can complete the course in a shorter period. 

University of Toronto 

The School of Social Work at the University of Toronto offers 
courses on a graduate level. The standard educational (jualitieatjou 
for admission is a B.A. degree, though a limited number of mature 
students with adequate background of the curricula arc permitted 
to enrol. Candidates are required to be familiar ^\^th at least the 
introductory courses in the following stibjectsPrinciples of Eco¬ 
nomics, Psychology, Political Science. Sociologj*. 

The courses extend over a period of two years, the first leading 
to the B.S.W. degree and the second year leading to the blaster’s 
degree (JLS.W.). Facilities for specialisation are available in the 
following areas : 

Child Welfare; Community Organisation; Delimiueney Con¬ 
trol; Family Welfare; P.sychiatric Social Work; J’ublic 
Welfare Administration; Recreation and Group ^\o^k. 

I'nder the sponsorship of the Department of University Exten¬ 
sion. the School also offers various short courses, institutes, and con¬ 
ferences for the benefits of \arious groups of persons. 

The School is committed to a policy of developing research on 
problems of Social Services. Under this scheme a * 

housing survey of the Toronto metropolitan area, was begun in • 
It is hoped that the project will lead to further studies m housing 
and to specialised training in housing administration.

AtJfiTBAXiIA 

Unlike the institution reviewed above, Australian universities 
do not generally have a separate School of Social Work. The uni¬ 
versities do recognise the importance of this branch of study and 
training but the courses offered are usually grouped under the board 
heading ‘Social Studies’. Here Social Work is studied along with 
Psychology, Economics and other subjects. These studies lead to the 
general Arts Degree (B.A.). Diplomas in Social Studies ai’c also 
quite common. The University of Melbourne, for instance, oQers a 
two-year full-time course leading to a Diploma in Social Studies. 
This course is regarded as suitable for training Social Workers. It 
includes some Arts subjects as well as special Social Studies and 
practical work in the field. Specially approved four-year courses 
may be taken by candidates who desire both the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts a)id thi.s Diploma. The courses that are immediately related 
to Social Work are Industrial Organisation, Social Organisation, 
Problems of Society, iicntal Hygiene and Case Study. 

The University of Adelaide offers a two-year Diploma course in 
Social Studies. N’ormally candidates for admission must possess a 
graduate degree or an equivalent qualification. To obtain the 
Diploma candidates have to (I) attend lectures and pass examinn- 
Uons m Economics; Psychology; Hygiene; Economic History, or
